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orksession Minutes
March 1, 2021

Executive Session (6:30 — 7:00 pm)

An executive session was held under Gen-
eral Provisions Article § 3-305(b) (1) to
discuss the appointment, employment,
assignment, promotion, discipline, demo-
tion, compensation, removal, resignation,
or performance evaluation of an appointee,
employee, or official over whom this public
body has jurisdiction; or any other person-
nel matter that affects one or more specific
individuals.

Regular Meeting (Starting 7:00 pm

This meeting was held by videoconference
due to the ongoing COVID-19 health emer-
gency.

The meeting was called to order at 7:00
p.m. Present were Mayor Amanda Dewey,
Mayor Pro Tempore (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs), Jason Pa-
panikolas, Ethan Sweep and Christopher
Brittan-Powell. Also present were Town
Manager (TM) Laura Allen and Town Clerk
Kerstin Harper and WBBH Task Force
members Drew Carlisle, Alex Lopatka,
Debby Steele Snyder, Jim Elliot and Cheryl
Compton.

1. Announcements

Mayor Dewey announced that the Council
held an executive session on a personnel
matter prior to this meeting.

2. Approval of the Agenda

On a motion by CM Sweep and second by
CM Papanikolas, the agenda was ap-
proved 5 to 0.

3. Discussion ltems

Walkable, Bikeable Task Force Recom-
mendations: Mayor Dewey explained that
a Walkable, Bikeable Berwyn Heights Task
Force (WBBH) was created in August 2019
to produce a set of recommendations to
make Berwyn Heights more pedestrian and
bicycle friendly. The onset and continuation
of the COVID-19 health emergency did
impact the implementation of WBBH type
recommendations.

The recommendations were presented to
the Council in January 2020. In the FY
2021 budget, $30,000 was appropriated to
start implementing the recommendations.
Staff gave input on the list of recommenda-
tions last fall, and Councilmembers each
submitted their top three priorities for
WBBH-recommended projects for this
meeting, which are summarized in TM Al-
len’s staff report. Council is requested to
review the compiled list of 15 Council priori-
ties, discuss and rank them so that staff
can get to work on them.

TM Allen added that since the Council last
discussed the recommendations, the cost
estimate for projects staff suggested as
priorities was increased to $9,500 due to a
proposed raised crosswalk for Berwyn
Road at the Indian Creek trail. Further, staff

confirmed that a 4-way stop sign already
exists at Berwyn Road and Ruatan Street,
including in the Sports Park parking lot. The
recently received Council priority projects
have not yet been priced. A Town-wide 20-
mph speed limit endorsed by 3 Coun-
cilmembers requires approval by the State
legislature. In response to questions State
Highway Administration has stated that the
yellow strobe lights for the pedestrian cross-
ing on Greenbelt Road at 63rd Avenue
have been deactivated because schools are
closed but will be turned back on once
schools reopen. Proposed ‘speed tables’ for
intersections on Pontiac Street at Cunning-
ham Drive and 58th Avenue require more
research to determine what are the best
options for pedestrians and emergency
vehicles.

There ensued discussion of the Council’s

priority list. The following points were made:

® Speed monitoring by speed camera is
limited to a % mile area around
schools. The school zone for Berwyn
Heights Elementary School may cover
most of the Town and permit deploy-
ment of speed cameras. A speed moni-
toring sign BHPD planned to purchase
could be used to enforce speed limits
elsewhere.

® The crossing of Indian Creek ftrail at
Berwyn Road has poor visibility be-
cause of overgrown vegetation and the
difference in elevation between the trail
and roadway. Remedies could include
trimming back vegetation, building a
platform for bicyclists and walkers that
juts out into the roadway, adding speed
bumps on both sides of the trail cross-
ing, adding a 4-way stop sign, and/ or
new parking rules.

® Berwyn Road between 60th and Charl-
ton Avenue has poor visibility because
of a blind hill and curve. Remedies
proposed by WBBH include making
that stretch one-way (westbound) or
limiting parking to the north side. Addi-
tional changes might include extending
the ‘north side parking only’ area, cre-
ating diagonal parking spaces, and
adding a bike lane. WBBH took care to
not propose measures that take away
parking and access to homes from
residents in the area.

® Pontiac Street has problems with cars
speeding and running stop signs.
WBBH proposed to install raised inter-
sections (speed tables) and/ or in-
stalling high visibility crosswalks at
intersections. Other options might in-
clude installing road narrowing devices,
rumble strips, better lighting, and police
officers monitoring intersections. Police
cars and fire trucks could be hampered
by speed tables.

® The intersection of Pontiac Street and
Edmonston Road has been identified
as a location most in need of improve-
ment. Frequent traffic backups on Ed-
monston Road make drivers impatient.
Pedestrians are easily overlooked.

Accidents are common. Remedies
could include making pedestrian
crossings more visible, possibly by
adding lights (as on Rhode Island
Avenue) and alternating the right-of
-way between Pontiac Street and
Edmonston Road. Parking re-
strictions are already in effect on
Pontiac Street. Any new restrictions
would require meetings with affect-
ed residents and/ or public hear-
ings.

® Town entrances, generally, need
attention.

® Temporary speed bump installa-
tions might be considered to test
efficacy in particular locations.

® A 20-mph town-wide speed limit,
considered a priority by a majority
of the Council, could be achieved
by a combination of physical barri-
ers and signage.

® Bicyclists’ disregard for traffic rules
should be addressed in the context
of the type of transportation culture
the Town wants to promote.

In terms of reducing items on the list,

Councilmembers proposed:

® Completing as many ‘low-hanging
fruit' projects as possible, versus
completing a high-impact, high-cost
project, such as a speed table on
Pontiac Street.

® Excluding projects that do not re-
quire purchases (such as or trim-
ming vegetation), are ongoing,
(such as improving lighting), and
are too costly (such as some im-
provements for the Berwyn Road
and Charlton Avenue intersection).

TM Allen said her understanding of the
Council’s priorities is to start with low-
difficulty projects focused on Pontiac
Street, solutions for lowering speed lim-
its, and lighting improvements. She will
provide Council with a list of items that
have been initiated, are ongoing or have
been completed. Acquiring temporary
speed tables may require further re-
search of costs and would be included
in the FY 2022 budget. Mayor Dewey
noted that traffic enforcement by police
should be added as well as bicycle facil-
ities in the commercial district. WBBH
members were informed that CMs
Sweep and Brittan Powell are participat-
ing in a workgroup that is setting param-
eters for Greenbelt Road improvements
in connection with the redevelopment of
Beltway Plaza.

FY 2022 budget priority setting: TM
Allen said, in order to help set priorities
for the FY 2022 budget, she has solicit-
ed input from residents through a budg-
et survey in the Bulletin, a code services
survey on social media, and a virtual
budget Town Hall. While the virtual
budget Town Hall was attended by no
residents, it produced a good discussion
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among Councilmembers on what they love
about Berwyn Heights and how to make
the Town an even better place to live.

In comparing the Council’s views and resi-
dents’ survey responses (56), there was a
strong overlap of priorities around 1) pe-
destrian and bicycle safety/ road mainte-
nance; 2) social life/ parks and recreation;
3) sustainability; and 4) communication/
community engagement. The code ser-
vices survey garnered 3 responses and
did provide actionable information. TM
Allen recommended the Council identify 3
areas of focus based the priorities identi-
fied by the Council and residents to im-
prove the chances of their proper execu-
tion.

In discussion the following points were

made:

® The 4 overlapping priorities of the
Council and residents identified by TM
Allen should be the focus areas for
the next budget, with ranking to be
determined.

® The designation of focus areas should
not in itself result in funding cuts for
other services residents value highly,
such as police and fire protection.

® The meaning of sustainability may
need to be clarified. A definition of
sustainability can simultaneously in-
clude both maintaining the Town’s
fiscal health, and ensuring a safe and
healthy environment over the long
term.

®  Another goal might be rejuvenation of
the Town after the pandemic, with the
4 focus areas subordinated to that
goal.

The Council agreed that all four areas of
focus derived from Council and citizen
input should be used to build the FY 2022
budget. Specific projects related to these
focus areas will be discussed in more de-
tail when the draft budget is considered.

4. Department Reports

Mayor Dewey reported that she attended a
mayors’ meeting with the County Execu-
tive. It was learned that vaccine distribu-
tion is improving as new vaccines are be-
ing shipped and the vaccination process
refined. Much effort is focused on increas-
ing mobile clinics to come into each com-
munity. She met with TM Allen about the
Thriving Earth Exchange, which will pro-
vide scientific assistance with stormwater
or invasive species problems. Further,
BHES hosted a grocery give-away last
week and will hold a meeting about the
school reopening process on March 2.
Mayor Dewey attended a PGCMA meeting
on February 18 and hosted an MML con-
flict resolution meeting for young municipal
leaders on March 5. She thanked TM Al-
len, Public Information Aide Hargadon and
Police Clerk Muralles for helping to get
important information out to residents.

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that she attend-

ed an M-NCPPC meeting on the role of the
arts in creative placemaking on February 18.
This program aims to improve the quality of
life in the County and offers grants to fund
art projects. A meeting on arts and connec-
tivity will take place on April 8. WMATA is
seeking input on Metro’s budget through a
survey that is open until March 16 and virtu-
al public hearings. Budget shortfalls may
lead to the closing of the College Park sta-
tion, among others.

In Town news, the BHES reopening is being
planned with a hybrid virtual/ in-person mod-
el option. However, many families appear to
want to continue with virtual schooling.
PGCPS CEO Goldson will make herself
available for a Q&A during County Coun-
cilmember Glaros’ virtual connections meet-
ing on March 3. Other upcoming meetings
include a Recreation Council meeting,
where Berwyn Heights Day will be dis-
cussed, a Neighborhood Watch/ Emergency
Preparedness meeting, featuring budget
needs and organization structure, a Green
Team meeting date change. The Boys &
Girls Club is still seeking feedback on their
Facebook page on whether families would
enroll their children in sports during the 2021
season.

CM Papanikolas reported that a new Treas-
urer is on board. He is working on finishing
up items from last year’s audit and will then
shift to help TM Allen with the budget. TM
Allen added that Treasurer Lightfield has
been hired as an independent contractor for
a 1-year term.

CM Brittan-Powell said he has had a couple
of conversations with the Code team, who
continue to handle code matters deftly.

CM Sweep thanked everyone for their pa-
tience with the trash collection changes in
February due to snow and announced that
the street sweeper will be in Town next
week.

5. Resident & Community Comments
There were none.

On a motion by CM Sweep and second by
CM Papanikolas, the meeting was ad-
journed at 9:30 p.m.

Pledge of Allegiance

1. Announcements

Mayor Dewey stated that the Council held
an executive session virtually on a person-
nel matter on March 1, 2021 at 6:30 p.m.
She moved to enter the statement into the
record. CM Papanikolas seconded. The
motion passed 4 to 0.

Mayor Dewey extended the Council’s con-
dolences to the family of former resident
and Assistant Public Works Director Jim
Houser who passed away recently.

2. Approval of the Agenda
CM Sweep moved and CM Papanikolas
seconded to approve the agenda. The
agenda was approved 4 to 0.

3. Introduction of Treasurer Lightfield

Mayor Dewey welcomed new Town Treas-
urer Mike Lightfield. She said the Council
is excited to have a person with Mr. Light-
field’s experience step into this critical
position especially during budget season.
TM Allen said that Mr. Lightfield has
served as treasurer for several other small
municipalities in the area and has helped
them reform payment processing and
budgeting processes. Mr. Lightfield has
been hired as an independent contractor,
which will save the Town a bit of money.

Mr. Lightfield thanked the Town for the
opportunity to serve and is looking forward
to applying his experience in municipal
finance for the benefit of Berwyn Heights.

3. Consent Agenda

MPT Kulpa-Eddy moved to amend the
consent agenda to remove the February
10 worksession minutes, which need fur-
ther corrections. CM Papanikolas second-
ed. The motion was approved 4 to 0. CM
Sweep moved and MPT Kulpa-Eddy se-
conded to approve the consent agenda.
The motion passed 4 to 0.

4. Mayor’s Report

Mayor Dewey reported that this is a busy
time of year and staff is working hard on
preparing next year’s budget. She attend-
ed meetings with State Attorney Braveboy
discussing the programs her office is fo-
cused on, and with County Councilmem-
ber Glaros providing updates on vaccine
distribution and a rental assistance pro-
gram relaunch. Further, she helped chair
an MML meeting on conflict resolution and
had a meeting with the Berwyn Heights
Volunteer Fire Department about planned
Town facility upgrades.

In Covid-19 vaccination news, the County
is now operating in phase 1-c, which in-
cludes all persons aged 65 and above,
among others. Everyone is encouraged
to register for vaccination appointment
notification in multiple places through the
County’s website to increase one’s
chances of being vaccinated sooner.
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Lastly, Mayor Dewey alerted residents to
phone scams that ask people to purchase
gift cards. She advised not to respond to
such calls and contact BHPD for assistance.

5. Councilmember Reports

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reminded residents that
daylight savings time begins this Saturday.
She announced that Delegate Washington
will hold a virtual meeting on March 11, at
which eligibility for Maryland’s RELIEF Act
tax benefits will be discussed. WMATA’s
budget comment period will end on March
16. The budget proposes to close several
Metro stations, including College Park, for
FY 2022 due to budget shortfalls. On March
3, MPT Kulpa-Eddy attended a webinar on
Pepco’s filing regarding planned upgrades to
its electrical grid and associated rate in-
creases. She is in the process of drafting a
comment letter regarding the filing, which
she will submit for Council’s consideration at
an upcoming worksession.

CM Papanikolas reported that through his
work he is aware of an increase in unem-
ployment insurance fraud, whereby people
apply for insurance payouts using a false
identity. He is happy to advise anybody af-
fected by this, including where to turn to
resolve such a problem.

CM Sweep reported that the streetsweeper
is in Town this week. Residents can help
keep streets clean by picking up their litter
while out and about in the warmer weather.
The Greenbelt Road working group will hold
a meeting tomorrow. He plans to give a re-
port at the coming worksession.

CM Brittan Powell reported that the Code
team continues to handle code matters deft-
ly. Mayor Dewey added that she enjoys
reading the reformatted monthly code re-
ports, which highlight important themes.
MPT Kulpa-Eddy asked if a date has been
set to discuss drainage issues. TM Allen
replied that drainage issues will be dis-
cussed at the April 5 worksession, with
County staff in attendance.

6. Committee Reports

Education Advisory Committee: MPT
Kulpa-Eddy reported that the BHEAC com-
pleted the education grant application form
and is now drafting a grant submission and
review process. To assist, TM Allen provided
a sample grant review process from another
municipality where she has worked in the
past. Prince George’s Public Schools are
reopening on a hybrid model in April. It al-
lows students to split their time between in-
person and remote learning. Residents are
requested to keep an eye out for students
walking to school. The BHEAC will next
meet on March 22.

Green Team: Mayor Dewey reported that
the Green Team has started an adopt-a-
block program whereby residents can volun-
teer to pick up litter in specific areas individ-
ually or as a family. The Green Team is also
discussing Bee City USA certification, com-
menting on the Pepco filing and the Maglev

draft environmental impact statement, as
well as cats, the community garden and
trees. MPT Kulpa-Eddy added that the re-
emergence of cicadas was discussed and
how to protect young trees.

Historical Committee: BHHC Chair Debby
Steele Snyder reported that the Historical
Committee is working on putting together a
scavenger hunt for Berwyn Heights Day,
highlighting some of the historic properties
in Town. In the event there is a parade, the
Committee plans to participate. Further, the
Committee has begun to expand its digital
walking tour hosted on the Park & Planning
on-line platform and continues to work on a
disclaimer for the Duncanson Avenue
marker.

Neighborhood Watch/ Emergency Pre-
paredness: MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that
she attended the last NW/EP meeting
where the Committee decided to remain a
Town Committee as opposed to becoming
a Town Assembly. Nominations for new
officers were taken and an election will be
held in April. At that point, bylaws will be
reviewed and a determination about the
NW/EP’s mission made. The new trailer
has arrived and will be stocked with sup-
plies after an inventory of existing supplies
is taken later in spring.

Recreation Council: Recreation Council
President Susan Jones announced a St.
Patrick’'s Day concert with Brendan Pelan
that will be broadcast on March 17 on
BHTV and the Recreation Council’s
YouTube channel. BHPD is sponsoring a
‘potof gold’ event in which children can win
a ‘pot of gold’ for creating a St. Patrick’s
Day picture they post in their windows.

Berwyn Heights Day planning is in pro-
gress, but there is still uncertainty about
which activities can take place due to Covid
-19 restrictions, including a parade. A deci-
sion will be forthcoming on April 1. Activi-
ties that will take place include a scavenger
hunt for which the Education Advisory
Committee and Historical Committee will
supply clues, distribution of craft kits, and
sale of special edition Berwyn Heights Day
T-shirts. Variations on a pancake breakfast
will be explored by MPT Kulpa-Eddy and
CM Brittan Powell. Written proposals for
other activities should be submitted to the
Town Manager by April 1.

7. Old Business
There was none.

8. New Business

Resolution 3-2021 — Employee Hand-
book Changes: Mayor Dewey said this
Resolution seeks to align certain personnel
policies set forth in the Employee Hand-
book with current practices. TM Allen ex-
plained that the Resolution would imple-
ment changes to the overtime and adverse
weather policies. The proposed overtime
policy allows holiday hours to be counted
toward the defined 40-hour work week on
which overtime pay (1 2 x regular pay) is

calculated, as has been the practice since
2016. Overtime often kicks in when em-
ployees are asked to work extra hours
beyond their regularly scheduled hours to
serve the community, either because of
adverse weather or other reasons.

TM Allen continued that the Town’s ad-
verse weather policy and associated over-
time pay is currently tied to the closure of
Town offices. This has caused confusion
during the pandemic as Town offices
have been closed for nearly a year. The
proposed change would tie the policy to
the declaration of an adverse weather
event by the Town Manager regardless of
the status of Town offices. Another small
change to the adverse weather policy was
recommended by Chief Antolik. He advis-
es that officers do not receive overtime
pay when called to work on the weekend
to respond to an adverse weather event.
MPT Kulpa-Eddy and CM Sweep thanked
TM Allen for clarifying the policy around
heretofore unforeseen circumstances of a
pandemic. CM Papanikolas moved to
adopt the Resolution. CM Sweep second-
ed. The motion passed 5 to 0.

9. Resident & Community Comments
CM Brittan-Powell asked if there have
been any new developments about mak-
ing Wi-Fi connectivity available through-
out the Town and facilitating tutoring of
BHES students by members of the com-
munity. CM Papanikolas said that he has
not had time to look into the Wi-Fi issue
but may have something to report in April.
Mayor Dewey said that several Town
organizations are looking into ways to
maintain community connections and
could be asked to present their ideas to
the Council. Lastly, CM Brittan-Powell
congratulated CM Sweep on running a
productive Greenbelt Task Force meeting.
MPT Kulpa-Eddy noted that Edmonston
Road at Pontiac Street is currently under
construction and detours are in effect.

On a motion by CM Sweep and second
by MPT Kulpa-Eddy, the meeting was
adjourned at 8:05 p.m.

February 17, 2021

This meeting was held by videoconfer-
ence due to the ongoing COVID-19 health
emergency.

The meeting was called to order at 7:00
p.m. Present were Mayor Amanda Dew-
ey, Mayor Pro Tempore (MPT) Jodie Kul-
pa-Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs) Christo-
pher Brittan-Powell, Jason Papanikolas
and Ethan Sweep. Also present were
Town Manager (TM) Laura Allen and
Town Clerk Kerstin Harper.

1. Announcements

Mayor Dewey announced several chang-
es in Covid-19 regulations that took effect
last week. The State of Maryland has
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may not be spent on tax reduction or pen-
sion programs.

loosened restrictions on businesses, but
Prince George’s County is taking a slower
approach and is setting operating capacity
at 50% for most businesses. Outdoor private
gatherings are now limited to 50 people and
indoor gatherings to 20. Masks are still re-
quired in all public places, indoors or out-
doors, except when actively eating or drink-
ing or when vigorously exercising. Senior
Centers remain closed throughout Maryland.
Vaccination has entered phase 1-c which
includes people aged 65 and above, among
others.

2. Approval of the Agenda

On a motion by MPT Kulpa-Eddy and sec-
ond by CM Brittan-Powell, the agenda was
approved 5 to 0.

3. Discussion ltems

FY 2022 draft budget: TM Allen gave an
overview of the FY 2022 budget, beginning
with the budget schedule. She said the
Charter provides for the annual budget to be
adopted at a regular meeting in May and the
schedule works back from there. A public
hearing on the budget is held in April upon
its first reading. At the same meeting, a
hearing will be held on the constant yield tax
rate, as required by State law. This would
require lowering the tax rate to generate the
same amount of revenue as in the current
year if there is an increase in real property
values. TM Allen recommended leaving the
tax rate at its current level of $0.545 per
$100 of assessed real property value, which
includes a $0.03 per $100 of assessed val-
ue for the infrastructure reserve (road tax).
This rate is expected to produce an addition-
al $100,300 in revenues.

TM Allen continued that this year the Coun-

cil asked to reach out to the community for

input on setting priorities in the FY 2022

budget. To that end, a budget survey was

published in the February Bulletin and on

the website, and a Budget Town Hall was

held on February 17. By combining the re-

sults of the survey and the Budget Town

Hall discussion, the following 4 priorities

were distilled:

® Condition of streets, pedestrian &bike
safety;

® Social activities, recreation & parks;

®  Sustainability;

® [Effective communication,
engagement.

community

TM Allen continued that this a largely status
quo budget totaling $3.8 million, or 3% less
than the FY 2021 budget. Revenues are
expected to increase by $100,300 due to a
slight rise in property values. Staffing levels
remain the same, except for the Town Clerk
position, which will become full-time and
include many of the Public Information Aide
position job duties

During this fiscal year several large purchas-
es were postponed due to the pandemic.
They are proposed to be reprogrammed for

FY 2022, including:

® $210,000 for road repairs; (the road
condition list is being updated);

e $50,800 for one police vehicle;

e $353,300 for Public Works Vehicles
(chassis for F350 pickup truck, 25
cubic yard Freightliner refuse truck
with cart tippers, and a new leaf vacu-
umy;

e $2,700 for a new oven in the Senior
Center.

The proposed FY 2022 budget also in-
cludes a 1.5% Cost of Living Adjustment
(COLA) costing approximately $20,000 and
a 1% merit increase costing approximately
$25,000. The COLA is based on a 1.5%
increase of the consumer price index in the
Washington-Baltimore area in 2020 posted
by the US Bureau of Labor Statistics.

The FY 2022 budget supports the Council
priorities as follows:
®  Street, sidewalks, pedestrian and bicy-
cle safety
*  $210,000 for road repairs, and
* $30,000 for implementation of
WBBH
® Recreation, Parks and Civic Life

*  Level funding of Town organiza-
tions
*  $4,000 for National Night Out
®  Sustainability
*  Level funding for Green Team,

*  $16,000 Urban Forest mainte-
nance

*  $3,000 composting program;

*  Partnerships with Thriving Earth
Exchange to control invasive
plants (staff time)

*  Continued partnership with UMD
Campus Community Connections
(C-3) (staff time)

*  Balanced budget

e Effective Communication

*  Development of communications
policy (staff time & Town Attorney)

*  $5,000 for language pay, ie.
Spanish translation services

*  $23,000 printed monthly bulletin
sent to all households

*  E-newsletter

TM Allen discussed the American Recov-
ery Plan Act (ARPA) funds the Town is
expected to receive. A total of approxi-
mately $2.75 million in funding will be dis-
bursed in two installments, with the first
coming in June-July 2021 and the second
in spring/summer of 2022. All ARPA funds
must be spent by December 31, 2024. The
funds are subject to spending restrictions
which have not been fully defined. The
Treasury Department will issue guidance in
coming weeks regarding eligible uses and
reporting requirements. At this point, it is
known that funds can be spent on infra-
structure projects but not what type. Funds

ARPA funds are not included in the FY
2022 draft budget because of the timing of
the notification. A discussion on how to
use the funds is planned for the 2nd
worksession in April when better guidance
will be available.

Discussion included the following points:

Information is requested on potential
increases in real property assess-
ments in the next assessment cycle.
This would help determine if the
Town might provide tax relief to resi-
dents who struggle with paying prop-
erty taxes due to COVID-related loss
of income. TM Allen said that resi-
dents can claim the State’s and the
Town’s Homeowner's Tax Credit to
offset some of the tax increase.

High tax rates are a reason many
Berwyn Heights seniors move to low-
er tax states. The Town might pre-
pare an information packet on how to
obtain tax relief.

Confirmation is requested whether
Highway User Revenue (HUR) will go
down by 7%, as projected in the draft
budget. HUR legislation enacted in
2018 called for annual increases in
HUR disbursements for a certain
number of years. TM Allen said the
HUR number in the FY 2022 budget
was provided by the State.

An explanation is requested why Ca-
ble TV franchise fees and PEG grants
are projected to go down, and wheth-
er these fees are collected on both
Cable TV services and internet ser-
vices. TM Allen replied reductions in
these fees are seen by municipalities
throughout this area and may be due
to people switching to streaming solu-
tions. She will research which ser-
vices are covered by the franchise
fees.

An explanation is requested why the
Council stipends appropriation is de-
creasing by 20%. TM Allen replied
that not all Councilmembers want the
stipend.

Confirmation is requested if increased
participation in the food scraps com-
posting program will result in more
expense in that line item.

Some rental homeowners have com-
plained about Berwyn Heights’ rela-
tively high rental license fee. Clarifica-
tion is requested on how that fee is
determined. TM Allen said generally
fees are set to cover the cost of a
program. She will look into how this
fee was set.

Information is requested on a revised
road repair schedule, as repairs have
been postponed this year. TM Allen
said the Interim Public Works Director
is updating the road condition report
which will be used as the basis for
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determining the priorities.

® Information is requested on whether
the vehicle replacement schedule will
change with postponement of a po-
lice vehicle purchase. TM Allen said
the draft budget calls for reprogram-
ming the purchase, meaning one
hybrid police vehicle is proposed to
be purchased in FY 2022.

TM Allen suggested that Councilmembers
bring any additional general and/ or spe-
cific concerns about the draft budget to
her attention. She will seek to provide
answers at the next worksession. She
also expects to have more information on
how ARPA funds can be used.

Maglev comment letter: MPT Kulpa-
Eddy said she drafted a comment letter
on a Draft Environmental Impact State-
ment (DEIS) for the proposed high-speed
Maglev rail system for the Council’s con-
sideration. She has heard concerns about
the project, including from residents, and
would like to know whether the Council
has an interest in submitting comments
and what points should be raised.

In discussion, the following points were

made:

® There was general agreement that a
letter should be sent.

® The likely negative impact on local
waterways, including Beaver Dam
Creek and Indian Creek, by construc-
tion of a Trainset Maintenance Facili-
ties at BARC should be the top con-
cern.

® |ncreased pollution and flooding
along Indian Creek are the most di-
rect impacts on Berwyn Heights.

® The Maglev project is likely to benefit
a limited group of high-income earn-
ers.

® Maglev construction will impact
Prince George’s County without the
benefit of being served.

® Council supports rail systems, but
not necessarily in the form currently
proposed.

® The proposed Washington to Balti-
more Maglev pilot project should be
tied to the likelihood of constructing
an entire east coast system.

® |t is believed that other states and
cities have declined to participate in
Maglev construction.

® A case should be made for utilizing
the existing railroad infrastructure to
improve railroad systems.

Mayor Dewey summarized that next steps
for commenting on the Maglev DEIS in-
clude review of a revised letter at the next
worksession and adoption at the April
Town meeting. The deadline for com-
ments is April 22.

Greenbelt request for support: Mayor
Dewey explained that the City of Green-

belt has engaged a law firm to fight the
proposed Maglev project and is requesting
financial support from other municipalities
impacted by the project. Greenbelt expects
to spend $300,000 on legal fees and per-
forming its own environmental study. Coun-
cil is requested to discuss if Berwyn Heights
wants to make a contribution.

MPT Kulpa-Eddy requested additional infor-
mation on maps referenced in Greenbelt’s
letter that show the impact the project has
on certain Prince George’s communities.
Clerk Harper was asked to obtain the infor-
mation.

Mayor Dewey commented that she has
reservations about making a financial con-
tribution. Berwyn Heights is not as directly
impacted by the project as Greenbelt. Fur-
ther, a contribution might have been re-
quested at the outset when contributors
could have had some input on how the
money is spent. The Council agreed. TM
Allen was requested to find out which other
municipalities were approached for a contri-
bution and how large a contribution is re-
quested. The matter will be revisited at the
next worksession for a final determination.

CSX Intermodal Facility

CM Brittan-Powell asked about plans to
construct facilities in Beltsville and else-
where to service double-stacked freight
trains, which might have a greater impact
on Berwyn Heights than the MAGLEV. MPT
Kulpa-Eddy clarified that a planned CSX
intermodal facility at Sunnyside is no longer
in contention. Any facility to stack and un-
stack double-stacked freight trains would be
built in Baltimore.

4. Department Reports

Mayor Dewey announced that BHPD will
sponsor a ‘pot-of-gold’ St. Patrick’s Day
event on March 17, while the Recreation
Council plans to broadcast a concert on
BHTV and YouTube. She will attend up-
coming meetings of the MML Legislative
Committee, PGCMA, and a Mayor's meet-
ing with County Councilmember Glaros.
Residents are encouraged to contact her
about any County or State legislative mat-
ters of interest or with questions. Staff is
busy drafting the FY 2022 budget and find-
ing out more about ARPA funds.

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that Delegate
Washington’s virtual Town Hall event on
federal and state aspects of ARPA and the
Maryland RELIEF Act has been postponed
until March 18. Applications to serve on the
Town’s Ethics Commission will be accepted
until March 31. A Prince George’s County
cultural arts survey has been extended to
March 19. A related cultural arts teen forum
will take place on March 25. Students can
earn community service hours for participat-
ing. A survey is being conducted by the
County’s Responsible Legacy Task Force
closing on March 31. The Task Force is
reviewing all monuments, parks, street

names, and County buildings and is creat-
ing a process to determine the future of
names linked to a prejudiced past.

MPT Kulpa-Eddy announced upcoming
meetings of the Education Advisory Com-
mittee and Historical Committee. Residents
can contact the EAC about a summary of
the recently released PGCPS school
boundaries initiative. The Historical Com-
mittee is finalizing a disclaimer for historical
marker language and drafting a response
to an article on the incorporation of College
Park published in a new College Park
newspaper “Here & Now.” The article con-
tains some factual errors about Berwyn
Heights history. The Recreation Council is
hosting a virtual trivia night on April 23 and
continues to plan for Berwyn Heights Day.

CM Brittan-Powell thanked the Code team
for handling code matters professionally.
He encouraged CM Papanikolas and MPT
Kulpa-Eddy to give him feedback on setting
rental license fees.

CMs Papanikolas and Sweep had no re-
ports.

5. Resident & Community Comments
MPT Kulpa-Eddy shared a comment about
a large gathering at Sports Park and asked
for a reminder of current COVID re-
strictions. Mayor Dewey stated that gather-
ings are limited to 50 people outside and
20 people inside. Masks must be worn,
except when eating and exercising. BHPD
is taking a collaborative approach to en-
forcement that informs residents of COVID
restrictions before moving to enforcement.
If residents have a concern about a gather-
ing, they should report it to BHPD while it is
ongoing.

CM Brittan-Powell commented on the
shared responsibility of Berwyn Heights
and Park & Planning for maintaining Sports
Park. Mayor Dewey said the Town is work-
ing with Park & Planning to clarify these
issues. The process has been more difficult
than expected.

On a motion by CM Sweep and second by
CM Brittan-Powell, the meeting was ad-
journed at 8:40 p.m.

Fiscal Impact

The FY 2022 Proposed Budget is balanced at $4,015,577 which is 2.5% more than the expenses associated with the
FY 2021 Adopted Budget.

The Proposed Budget maintains the residential real property tax rate of $0.545 per $100 of assessment which includes
$0.03 of the total of assessed valuation for the Infrastructure Improvement Reserve to fund major infrastructure projects.
The current tax rate is expected to generate $100,283 of new real property tax revenues. The Proposed Budget main-
tains other taxes and the refuse and recycling fee at current rates. No changes are proposed for other taxes and this
fee.

Staff is recommending a status quo budget, pending more information on the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA). The
budgets for civic organizations are the same. Staffing levels remain essentially the same, with one exception, the Town
Clerk position increases from 90% to full-time and the Public Information Aid position is not funded. A 1.5% Cost of
Living Adjustment (COLA) and a 1% merit increase for all employees has been included in the Proposed Budget.
Based on the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics website, the Consumer Price Index for the Washington/Baltimore area
increased by 1.5% in the past year. The COLA costs approximately $20,000 and the merit increase costs $25,000.

Due to concerns about the impact of COVID-19 on the Town’s budget, large purchases were deferred in FY 2021. A
number of these items have been reprogrammed into 2022:

1. Road repairs - $210,000
This would include repaving, and relate curb, gutter and if feasible, sidewalk improvements. The Interim Public
Works Director is updating the street condition list to inform this process.

2. Police Vehicle - $50,800
Replacement of the oldest of Department’s police cruisers with a hybrid police interceptor at a cost of $50,800. Fol-
lowing the purchase of two interceptors in FY20, this will be the third hybrid added to the Department’s fleet.

3. Public Works Vehicles - $353,340
Vehicle replacement: Three vehicles are proposed to be replaced through the Vehicle Replacement Fund.

e F350 Super Duty Truck, chassis only, at a cost of $50,503. This vehicle is one of the standard workhorses of
the department. The2007, current stainless-steel body will be mounted on a new chassis, and the old one will
be sold with the proceeds going in the Vehicle Replacement Fund.

e The 2016 Freightliner 25 cubic yard refuse truck will be replaced with a 2021 Freightliner 29 cubic yard refuse
truck equipped with cart tippers, at a cost of $199,000. The 2016 vehicle will remain in service.

e The 2007 leaf-vacuum will be replaced with a 2021 model. The current leaf vacuum is at the end of its useful
life and has a history of repair issues.

Proposed Public Safety Taxing District Budget

The Public Safety Taxing District (PSTD}, created under the authority granted by the State of
Maryland to enhance public safety, encompasses the commercial and industrial properties in
the commercial district defined in Ordinance 123.

The PSTD provides the Berwyn Heights Police Department with resources to finance capital
and operating costs for one Police Officer to strengthen public safety in the commercial dis-
trict.

The Town of Berwyn Heights benefits from one of the lowest crime rates in Prince George's
County through enhanced visibility for crime prevention and deterrence. Continued PSTD
funding helps to facilitate the safest possible environment for Berwyn Heights' residents, busi-
nesses, and visitors.

Financial Impact
The PSTD is expected to generate $88,000 in FY 2022.
The FY 2022 PSTD Proposed Budget maintains the current tax rates in the Public Safety Tax-

ing District of $0.12 per $100 of assessed value on real property and $0.15 per $100 of as-
sessed value on business personal property.

Recent Working Incidents

March 26th: 2nd Alarm Truck 14 and its volunteer crew
were alerted to the 1700BIlk of Brightseat Road in Landover
to assist units with a gas-line fed apartment fire. Units on-
scene found heavy fire showing from all three floors of an
apartment complex and requested a 2nd Alam. Truck 14
arrived and assisted units with extinguishing what fire they
could and contain it until gas was shut off.

March 27th: Greenbelt Park Rescue While Ambulance 14
was on another call, Truck 14 and its volunteer crew were
alerted to the area of Westchester Park Drive for a reported
injured person. On scene, it was determined the patient
was actually located deep within Greenbelt National Park,
with an unknown exact location. Truck 14’s officer addition-
al resources including College Park VFD’s “Cart 12” and
US Park Police to assist with the search. Truck 14’s crew
entered the park with EMS gear on foot. US Park Police
helicopter Eagle One arrived and pinpointed the victim's
location and helped direct ground search crews to their
location. The patient was treated by Truck 14's crew until
the arrival of Cart 12 for transport out of the park to the
awaiting Greenbelt VFD Ambulance.

April 3rd: Ladder Truck 14 and its volunteer crew traveled
to downtown Upper Marlboro to set up a “ladder arch”
along with Hyattsville VFD Truck 1 to honor Julian “Jay”
Tucker. Jay was Past Chaiman of the Prince George's
County Fire Commission; Past President of the Prince
George's County Volunteer
Fire and Rescue Associa-
tion; President, Past Chief,
and Life Member of the
Marlboro Volunteer Fire De- ..
partment. Crews remained
behind staffing Rescue
Squad and Ambulance at
BHVFD.

April 9th: Rescue Squad 14 & Ambulance 14 and their vol-
unteer crews were alerted to the 8400Blk of Ballew Ave in
Berwyn Heights for a reported accident. BHVFD arrived to
find multiple patients had been accidentally run over by a
dump truck backing up at one of the commercial yards.
BHVFD requested additional EMS units and packaged the
patients for transport to area trauma centers.

Bike Trail Emergencies

It's that time of year again and BHVFD volunteers have
been busy responding to emergencies in our “First Due”
along the bike trails of Lake Artemisia, Greenbelt Station
Parkway, Greenbelt National Park, and Anacostia Tributary
Trail System to name a few. With the complex trail systems
in our area, BHVFD needs all the help we can get when
responding to these calls. Below are some tips to help us

e Be as specific as possible when reporting the
emergency’s location to 911. What trail are you on,
what mile marker, closest road/trail intersection, and
even check for the round Park Police trail emergency
markers. In most cases BHVFD has to request more
specific locations details prior to committing to a specif-
ic trail entrance point and our response is delayed.

e Send help to guide Fire/EMS units. Ask a bystander to
head to a park/trail entrance or trail intersection to help
show responders the way. If you pass a trail emergen-
cy and then see Fire/EMS units, please help direct
them to the scene as well!

e |f you are out alone, be sure to carry identification
(which includes name, phone number, and pertinent
medical information) in case you become unconscious.
Before leaving home, share the route you plan to run,
walk or cycle with a family member or friend, and in-
clude the time you plan to return.

What units does BHVFD send on Trail Emergencies?

A typical BHVFD response to a bike trail emergency will
include the Ambulance (of course), the Rescue Squad (for
man power or if special rescue is needed), and our Utility
truck (pickup truck able to go off-road and along most
trails). You may also see the College Park VFD “Cart 12”
which is a EMS transport ATV unit used for events at the
University of Maryland. This unit is often requested as it
can easily navigate the trails and pedestrian bridges.

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Residential Property Tax
Credit Program

Berwyn Heights resident homeowners who have
applied and received the State of Maryland
Homeowners’ Property Tax Credit are eligible to
receive up to a 10% credit on the town real prop-
erty tax on their residence. The program has
both residency and income eligibility criteria.

#SafePlaceSelfie Campaign Reminds People to Plan for Dangerous Weather
April 7, 2021 Homeland Security Today

It's a Monday morning and you're in your office, sitting at your desk and drinking your first cup of coffee.
The entire ground begins to shake beneath you. Someone shouts, “Earthquake!”

Do you know what to do? Where to go? How to stay safe?

The National Weather Service created the #SafePlaceSelfie campaign to remind us to plan for moments
like this. While predicting the path of a hurricane or winter storm is possible, many natural hazards can
occur with less time to prepare. That’s why it’s important to have a plan in place — and safe locations
identified — before dangerous weather hits.

On April 7 at 11:11 a.m. local time, FEMA joined the National Weather Service for #SelfPlaceSelfie day.
We encourage everyone to participate by posting a selfie taken in a safe place. Share with your friends
where you would go if you needed to take shelter!

When planning your safe place selfie, consider these steps:

Step 1: Identify Common Hazards in Your Area

Think about the hazards that can happen where you live, work or visit. These could be frequent hazards
like lightning, flash flooding or extreme heat. Or, they could be rare but high-impact hazards, such as a
tsunami.

Maybe your most common hazards aren’t weather events. Where is your safe space during wildfires,
earthquakes, or even rough surf and rip currents?

Step 2: Get Creative with Your Plan

Get the whole family involved in the creative process. Do you have young children, or a pet? What is your
plan to protect them?

You can also think beyond just a physical location. Your safe spot may be anywhere you have access to
lifesaving warnings through technology like the NOAA Weather Radio or FEMA app. It could also be how
close you are to safety, such as swimming near lifeguard stands.

Step 3: Challenge Others to Post a Safe Place Selfie

Encouraging others to participate could help others stay safe. Ask your friends where their safe place
from natural hazards is and like and share posts to spread awareness on social media.

Knowing where to go if a disaster strikes can minimize hesitation and help you make good decisions to
ensure the safety of yourself, your family and your pets.

Cicadas are HERE - Protect Your (Young) Trees

Adult periodical cicadas live between 2 and
6 weeks after they emerge from the ground.
Adults will begin emerging in May and will
last through mid-June.

Cicadas do not sting like wasps. Female
cicadas have a blade-like organ called an
ovipositor that they use just for laying eggs

How Can I Save My Young Trees?

As a resident in Berwyn Heights, you know we value our trees of all types and sizes. We are

asking you to cover your young trees in support of our efforts to provide more trees forshade
in our community.

Two Ideas:

1. The plastic or nylon netting sold to keep birds off fruit trees and shrubs will do the trick,
but only if the mesh size is small enough to keep the cicadas out —less 1/2 inch is a must.
The netting needs to be tied together carefully, in a way that keeps the cicadas and other
creatures out, especially where it meets the lower trunk. We have enough plastic in the
world already so see if a neighbor has some you can borrow.

2. Wrap atree in the type of fabric row cover or insect barrier that is used for vegetable
crops; this avoids the netting trap but pick the lightest fabric for light and air penetration.
Remove it after a heavy rain to prevent leaf fungal problems.

3. Examine branches next summer for egg-laying slits and cut out damaged stems. Prune just
outside a pair of side shoots to promote branch healing and generate side growth. The
twigs you cut off will have dozens to hundreds of eggs, which you don’t want dropping into
the soil around a young tree. The root feeding can also harm trees

**No pesticides please. Apart from killing honeybees and other beneficial insects,
a pesticide would poison the cicada and then could be eaten by birds and pets.

The Green Team is continuing to look for generous
volunteers to ‘“ADOPT’ specific areas of the town that are
experiencing litter build up on a regular basis. Individuals,
families, or household groups can sign up to safely ‘adopt’
one of the 15 areas. Find out more information by emailing
Jeff & Laura Knutson at jbknutson @verizon.net.
